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Editorial 


On  June  7,  1962  we  shall  become  members  of  the  English  High 
School  Alumni  Association.  There  is  a token  enrollment  fee,  but 
the  real  prerequisite  for  membership  is  four  years  of  hard  work. 
Being  part  of  this  association  is  an  accomplishment  and  a distinction. 
It  means  that  we  have  been  prepared  in  the  English  High  tradition 
to  take  our  places  in  the  world  and  fill  these  places  with  HONOR 
and  ACHIEVEMENT. 

For  some  of  us,  graduation  from  English  High  will  complete 
our  formal  education;  for  others  it  will  not;  but  for  all  of  us  English 
High  has  been  the  most  important  part  of  our  quest  for  knowledge. 
Our  school  has  taught  us  the  necessity  of  discipline  but  has  planted 
in  us  a feeling  of  compromise.  It  has  given  us  the  opportunity  to 
develop  individuality  and  has  tempered  this  by  stressing  team  work  and 
cooperation.  It  has  shown  us  that  obedience  does  not  mean  servility.

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ENOR  EDWARD  LUNDIN 
B.  S.,  M.  Ed.,  Harvard 


The  great  teacher  develops  in  his  students  respect  for  their  fellow-man,  love 
of  truth,  and  desire  for  wisdom.  Such  a man  was  Enor  Edward  Lundin. 

Born  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  he  attended  the  local  schools  and  received 
his  B.  S.  degree  from  Harvard  in  1914.  Then  followed  a series  of  assignments 
which  contributed  greatly  to  the  enrichment  of  his  background  and  interests. 
His  first  appointment  as  a teacher  at  Quincy  High  was  interrupted  in  1917  when 
he  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  navy  during  World  War  I.  After  the  war,  he 
taught  for  one  year  at  the  University  High  School,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  for 
two  years  at  Malden  High.  He  joined  the  Mathematics  Department  of  the 
English  High  School  in  September,  1922.  During  his  early  years  at  English 
High  he  continued  the  interest  in  navigation,  which  he  had  developed  while  in 
the  navy,  by  fostering  a Mathematics  Club  which  studied  various  aspects  of 
meteorology  and  navigation.  This  extracurricular  activity  was  eventually 
organized  and  arranged  by  him  into  a full  year’s  course  of  study  and  finally 
incorporated  under  the  title  of  M7  as  one  of  the  regular  elective  subjects  for 
seniors. 

Enor  Lundin  was  a great  teacher  for  many  reasons.  His  early  study  and 
experiences  as  a teacher  were  varied.  He  prepared  each  lesson  in  detail  and 
with  a devotion  and  zeal  that  will  seldom  be  equalled.  He  lived  again  as  a 
youth  with  his  students  as,  with  them,  he  “discovered"  the  various  truths  and 
principles  of  mathematics.  He  enjoyed  teaching.  He  enjoyed  the  emotional 
excitement  that  comes  with  the  realization  that  he  had  planted  in  some  young 
mind  the  seed  of  an  idea  and  that  it  had  flourished.  He  brought  to  his  students 
understanding  and  sympathy.  Intolerant  of  sham  and  hypocrisy,  his  own  life 
was  marked  by  simplicity  and  devotion  to  his  family  and  his  school. 


Mr.  Lundin  was  always  young  in  mind,  always  reading  and  studying,  and  anticipating  the  modernization  of  the 
curriculum.  In  his  early  days  he  served  on  various  committees  which  set  up  courses  of  study  of  mathematics  for  Boston. 
In  later  years  he  contributed  to  The  Mathematics  Teacher,  published  by  The  National  Council  of  Mathematics  Teachers. 
One  of  his  latest  articles  was  a detailed  description  and  proof  of  a method  of  constructing  an  equilateral  triangle  equiva- 
lent to  a given  square.  His  latest  publication  concerned  the  “Solution  of  Equations  by  Means  of  Rectangular  Circuits." 
This  was  a masterful  climax  to  five  years’  work  in  which  a method,  invented  in  1888  by  Luigi  Cremona,  Professor  of 
Mathematics  in  the  University  of  Rome,  was  modified  and  corrected  so  that  it  could  be  used  for  a solution  of  polynomial 
equations  of  any  degree. 


It  is  sad,  in  a sense,  that  this  last  article  was  delivered  in  Boston  on  the  morning  of  his  death;  and  yet,  it  is  but  a 
sign  that  the  life  and  influence  of  Enor  Lundin  will  continue  on  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  his  students  and  friends. 


RETIREMENT 


During  the  thirty-eight  years  at  Boston  English  High  School,  Mr.  Atwood 
has  contributed  much  to  countless  thousands  of  students.  His  warm  personality 
and  keen  interest  in  his  students’  problems  made  him  not  only  their  teacher 
but  a friend  as  well. 

Mr.  Atwood  is  a man  of  high  character,  a gentleman  of  broad  culture  and 
intellectual  interests,  and  a teacher  of  deep  understanding. 

He  was  born  and  raised  in  Malden,  Massachusetts  and  his  present  address 
is  in  Malden.  From  1913  to  1916  he  was  treasurer  of  Urbana  University  School, 
Urbana,  Ohio;  1916  to  1918,  Morristown  School,  Morristown,  New  Jersey; 
1919  to  1924,  sub-master,  Malden  High  School.  He  was  also  the  treasurer  of 
Chapel  Hill  School,  Waltham. 

Mr.  Atwood  entered  English  High  School  in  September  1924,  and  his 
loyalty  to  the  school  has  been  unquestioned.  His  sincere  devotion  to  his  pro- 
fession, his  deep  concern  in  the  welfare  of  the  pupils,  his  great  love  for  science, 
and  his  various  dissertations  on  things  in  general  will  make  him  long  and  fondly 
remembered  by  all.

The  Stanley  Gay  Hyde  Fitch  Scholarship  has  been  established  as  a result 
of  a recent  gift  of  more  than  $5,000.  to  the  English  High  School  Association  b\ 
Stanley  Gay  Hyde  Fitch,  a distinguished  member  of  the  Class  of  1895.  It  is  to 
be  awarded  annually  at  graduation  to  a member  of  the  graduating  class  who 
has  distinguished  himself  as  a good  school  citizen,  a superior  student,  and  one 
who  in  the  judgment  of  the  Head  Master  is  deserving  of  financial  assistance 
in  his  desire  to  further  his  education  in  a higher  institution  of  learning. 

Stanley  Gay  Hyde  Fitch  was  born  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  in  1876, 
attended  the  English  High  School,  and  was  graduated  from  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  in  1900  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Chemical  Engineering.  In  1910  he  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Patterson, 
Teele,  and  Dennis;  and  until  his  retirement  was  a certified  public  accountant. 
Until  recently  he  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registration 
of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

He  has  been  a member  of  the  Council  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and  an  instructor  in  auditing  at  Boston 
University.

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In  1821,  Boston,  a town  of  some  50,000 
inhabitants,  felt  the  need  to  supplement  its  school 
program,  which  consisted  of  the  Latin  School 
and  several  English  grammar  schools.  Plans  were 
laid  for  the  founding  of  the  English  High  School. 

A subcommittee  consisting  of  merchants, 
the  clergy,  jurists,  and  journalists,  was  appointed 
by  the  school  committee  to  consider  the  subject 
of  providing  advanced  schooling  for  the  youth 
of  the  town.  This  committee  presented  a report 
which  recommended  the  establishment  of  a 
school,  to  be  called  the  English  Classical  School, 
with  admittance  obtainable  through  suitable  ex- 
amination. They  further  stated  that  the  course 
should  be  spread  over  a period  of  three  years, 
with  subjects  including  English,  Math,  and 
Natural  Philosophy.  Each  subject  was  to  be 
taught  by  a teacher  who  had  graduated  from  a 
University. 

The  school  was  opened  in  a four-storied 
building  on  Derne  Street  with  George  Barret 
Emerson  as  headmaster.  This  location  suffered 
from  the  joint  occupation  of  Hero  Engine  No.  6, 
the  town  watch  in  the  basement,  and  the  lack  of 


an  adequate  heating  svstem.  Solomon  P.  Miles 
took  over  the  duties  of  headmaster  in  1823. 

Shortly  after,  in  November  of  1824,  the 
school  moved  to  Pickney  Street,  where  it  re- 
mained for  twenty  years.  Upon  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  Miles  in  1837,  Thomas  Sherwin  became 
headmaster,  holding  this  position  for  forty-one 
years  until  his  death  in  July,  1869.  Under  Mr. 
Sherwin,  The  English  High  School  became  widely 
known  for  its  preparatory  courses  in  math, 
physics,  and  chemistry.  Perhaps  his  greatest  con- 
tribution was  his  emphasis  towards  “The  making 
of  men.”  Few  men  have  so  dearlv  left  their 
imprint  upon  a school  as  did  Mr.  Sherwin. 

In  1844,  the  school  was  moved  to  occup\ 
(with  the  Latin  School)  a new  building  on 
Bedford  Street.  In  these  thirtv-one  vears  the 
enrollment  tripled. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  the 
school  moved  into  its  new'  building  on  Bedford 
Street,  the  Public  Garden  was  a barren  waste. 
The  tide  flow'ed  over  the  Back  Bav  and  the  site 
of  the  school  later  on  Montgomerv  Street  and 
Warren  Avenue  was  an  unreclaimed  marsh. 


Heritage 

Mr.  Charles  M.  Cumstan,  in  whose  name 
an  undergraduate  scholarship  is  named,  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Sherwin  as  Master-in-charge  in 
September  of  1869  and  remained  until  1874, 
at  which  time  he  retired. 

Following  Mr.  Cumstan,  Mr.  Edwin  P. 
Seavers,  an  assistant  professor  of  mathematics  at 
Harvard,  was  appointed  headmaster. 

In  1880,  Francis  A.  Waterhouse  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  headmastership  and  it  was  during 
his  term  that  English  moved  to  its  fourth  build- 
ing, located  on  Montgomery  Street  in  Boston. 
This  new  building  was  called  the  “most  modern 
and  elaborate  building  in  the  whole  public  school 
system.”  Enrollment  doubled. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Waterhouse,  Mr. 
Babson,  a Harvard  graduate,  was  installed  as 
headmaster.  It  was  during  his  administration 
that  the  system  of  heads  of  departments  was 
introduced.  Mr.  Babson,  because  of  ill  health, 
resigned  in  1908,  to  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  John  F. 
Casey,  who  remained  headmaster  until  1915, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Snow,  a Boston 


University  graduate. 

Before  the  centenary  was  over,  Mr.  Snow 
was  elected  to  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
schools,  thus  withdrawing  in  favor  of  Mr.  Walter 
F.  Downey,  who  remained  headmaster  until 
1953. 

In  the  summer  of  1953,  the  Boston  School 
Committee  appointed  Mr.  M.  Henry  Mclnerev 
as  headmaster  of  the  English  High  School.  The 
old  building  on  Montgomery  Street  was  aban- 
doned in  favor  of  the  old  High  School  of 
Commerce  building  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur, 
directly  across  the  street  from  our  traditional 
rival  Boston  Latin.  In  1956,  Mr.  Joseph  L. 
Malone  became  headmaster.  Since  his  appoint- 
ment, many  honors  have  been  brought  to  the 
school. 

The  Boston  English  High  School  has  had  a 
long  and  glorious  history.  Members  of  the  fac- 
ulty have  given  of  themselves  to  the  school  as 
well  as  the  entire  school  system.  Its  graduates, 
having  travelled  far  and  in  sundry  directions, 
have  brought  distinction  to  the  Alma  Mater. 


Class  History 


FRESHMAN  YEAR 
1958  - 1959 

Our  Freshman  year  started  off  with  the  grand 
introduction  to  English  High  as  we  entered  the 
Annex,  the  third  floor  of  the  Boston  Clerical 
School,  now  the  Boston  School  of  Business 
Education. 

We  were  introduced  to  what  we  would  have 
to  do  to  get  to  our  classes  by  cutting  through  other 
class  rooms.  This  was  a year  of  many  transfers 
from  what  we  would  soon  learn  to  be  our  tradi- 
tional rival,  Boston  Latin  School. 


After  doubling  up  on  our  lockers  we  soon 
learned  our  programs  and  started  this  exciting 
year  of  chaos,  confusion  and  erudition????? 

We  soon  found  what  sardines  felt  like.  When 
at  2:20  every  day  we  were  squeezed  into  buses 
which  waited  outside  for  our  distinguished 
gathering.  We  learned  what  a real  bus  jamboree 
was  like. 

We  started  the  year  with  many  fire  drills  so 
we  all  knew  the  fastest  way  out  of  the  building 

On  Thanksgiving  we  attended  our  first  cheer- 
ing, Latin-English  Game  and  found  it  very  excit 
ing  and  full  of  spirit.  Even  if  we  didn’t  do  so 
well  we  still  enjoyed  our  turkey  dinner  as  we 
listened  to  the  teasing. 

Over  at  the  main  building  our  hockey  and 


basketball  teams,  which  some  of  our  Annex  MEN 
participated,  came  out  on  top  and  entered  their 
respective  tourneys. 

During  this  year  we  were  also  introduced  to  the 
IBM  machine  and  we  learned  how  fast  it  worked 
when  we  got  our  cards  only  a few  days  after 
marks  closed. 

In  June  we  had  our  last  honor  day  assembly 
and  those  few  lucky  ones  on  the  honor  roll  stayed 
after  the  assembly  and  had  a party. 

This  was  our  introduction  to  High  School  and 
the  first  of  four  grand  years  which  we  were  to 
spend  at  The  English  High  School  of  Boston. 
Now  we  were  on  the  road  to  glory. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR 
1959  - 1960 

This  year  brought  many  new  changes  and  after 
the  first  month  we  wondered  why  they  call  the 
tenth-grade  high  school.  We  were  so  mixed  up 
that  we  didn’t  know  even  when  to  breathe. 

We  were  introduced  to  EHS  drill  and  told 
that  we  had  to  spend  money  to  buy  what  was 
called  a drill  uniform.  (It  looked  more  like  work 
clothes.)  We  started  to  march  and  take  orders 
from  those  big  brutes  with  all  the  tin  on  their 
shoulders.  As  the  year  went  on  they  didn’t  seem 
so  big  any  more.  In  May  we  missed  all  our 


classes  in  order  to  compete  in  Prize  Drill  and 
again  to  take  a walk  around  the  Fens  a few  times 
in  which  our  military  (?)  instructors  called  an 
operation  practice  parade.  Luckily  for  other 


sophomores  this  was  the  last  year  we  had  the 
schoolboy  parade  and  drill  throughout  the  city. 
Some  of  the  schools  kept  it  for  juniors  and 
seniors  only. 

Our  first  real  trouble  came  when  we  were  given 
an  8"  by  11"  report  card  in  November  and  told 
to  report  to  the  office  if  there  were  anything 
wrong  with  it,  as  for  example,  it  was  covered  with 
D’s.  One  thing  good  about  this  card  is  that  it 
didn’t  show  the  D’s  in  red  ink. 


At  our  assemblies  we  were  taught  how  we  were 
supposed  to  act  on  the  MTA,  but  like  attempting 
to  penetrate  stone,  our  instructors  had  to  repeat 
this  effort  many  times. 

As  men??  of  honor  and  achievement  we  were 
in  a rage  when  milk  went  up  to  four  cents  in 
order  to  pay  for  the  milk  checks  which  were 
issued  in  order  to  avoid  confusion(  ????). 

We  were  also  introduced  to  the  first  of  the 
tests  which  we  would  take  in  the  next  three  years. 
It  didn’t  have  a name  just  letters,  N.E.D.T.  they 
called  it. 

During  the  year  we  had  our  first  chance  to 
witness  the  comedy,  talent,  and  enjoyable  time 
of  the  E.H.S.  variety  show.  We  had  our  first 
chance  to  have  a real  gym  course,  at  least  those 
of  us  who  had  Mr.  Gillis  as  an  instructor.  We 
also  met  other  men  who  would  make  our  stay 
as  “enjoyable”  as  possible.  English  High  wouldn’t 
be  the  same  without  such  men  as  Mr.  Murphy, 
Mr.  Duffy,  Mr.  Johnson  and  a few  other  famous 
teachers  within  our  hallowed  halls. 


Having  completed  the  first  two  years  of  chaos 
we  had  only  two  to  go  when  the  year  ended, 
we  looked  forward  to  getting  the  next  two  over 
with. 

JUNIOR  YEAR 
1960-  1961 

We  started  this  third  year  on  Avenue  Louis 
Pasteur  in  September  1960,  an  election  year. 

We  spent  much  of  our  free  time  campaigning 
and  arguing  for  our  favorite  candidate.  In  late 
October  we  had  a school  election  so  that  the 
national  government  would  know  before  the  elec- 
tion who  was  going  to  win.  Mr.  Kennedy  won 
in  school  as  well  as  in  the  country  proving  that 
we  have  many  prophets  at  our  institution.

Through  the  years  the  graduates  of  The  English  High  School  have  contributed  significantly  to 
the  progress  and  development  of  City,  State,  and  Nation;  for  “service  to  mankind  through  honor  and 
achievement”  has  ever  been  the  aim  of  this  splendid  school.  Graduates  of  The  English  High  School 
have  become  nationally  recognized  leaders  in  science,  education,  business,  law,  banking  and  medicine. 

In  peace  and  in  war  the  sons  of  The  English  High  School  have  won  distinction,  playing  a vital 
part  in  the  civic,  economic,  and  cultural  life  of  many  communities.  They  have  served  our  country 
with  honor  in  every  military  crisis  from  the  Mexican  War  in  1847  to  the  Korean  conflict.  Thousands 
have  fought  with  the  armed  forces,  and  hundreds  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  the  freedoms 
we  hold  dear.

This  year  English  High  School  was  honored  with  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Student 
Conference  on  Africa  and  The  United  States,  conducted  by  the  United  States  National 
Commission  for  the  United  Nations  Education,  Scientific,  and  Cultural  Organization. 

Fifteen  boys  representing  English  High  met  at  the  Abraham  Lincoln  School  for  the 
conference,  which  proved  to  be  most  exciting.  Led  by  Mr.  Johnson,  they  entered  the  hall 
to  listen  to  a number  of  distinguished  speakers.  Among  these  were  Mr.  Cunningham, 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Boston  Public  School;  Miss  Madeline  L.  Reilly,  Chairman  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee;  Right  Rev.  Msgr.  Timothy  O’Leary,  Superintendent  of  Boston 
Parochial  Schools;  and  Dr.  Fredrick  Gillis,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools. 

After  these  introductory  speeches,  Dr.  Wendell  Yeo,  Vice-President  of  Boston  University, 
introduced  Mr.  Mohammed  Award,  the  Chairman  of  the  U.  N.  E.  S.  C.  O.  Executive  Board, 
who  explained  how  the  U.  N.  E.  S.  C.  O.  Organization  works  and  what  it  tries  to  accomplish. 

Then  Mr.  Waldo  Stephens,  an  eminent  lecturer  with  considerable  experience  in  African 
affairs,  delivered  an  address  entitled  “Africa:  A Continent  in  Ferment.”  Although  few 
disagreed  with  some  of  his  comments,  all  agreed  that  he  was  an  excellent  speaker. 

The  last  speaker  was  Mr.  Nathan  Shamuyaura,  who  is  Editor-in-Chief  of  African 
Newspapers  Ltd.  Mr.  Shamuyaura,  a resident  of  Southern  Rhodesia,  explained  some  of  the 
problems  which  the  African  people  are  facing.  He  showed  that  the  political  qualifications 
were  established  to  favor  the  white  people.  Broadening  his  scope,  he  told  about  Africa,  the 
reasons  for  its  attitude  regarding  the  U.  S.,  and  impressed  upon  us  his  great  concern  for  his 
people.  His  speech  instilled  in  us  a determination  to  assist  his  countrymen  in  every  possible 
way. 

Since  these  speeches  raised  a great  many  queries,  a short  question  period  was  provided. 
Some  of  our  boys  participated,  thus  upholding  English  High. 

After  this  session  our  men  adjourned  to  a prearranged  room,  to  eat  a lunch  supplied  for 
us  by  our  school.  This  was  a pleasant  surprise.  Having  been  refreshed,  our  boys  met  with 
another  surprise  when  we  were  placed  among  some  beautiful  girls  from  Girls’  Latin  School. 

The  pre-arranged  topic  for  discussion  was  “Can  Our  Type  of  Democracy  Work  in 
Africa."  From  the  very  beginning  the  discussion  proved  interesting.  Our  boys  showed  their 
knowledge  as  well  as  speaking  ability.  Some  important  conclusions  were  reached  which 
helped  formulate  more  clearly  the  thinking  of  our  generation.

With  only  two  and  a half  weeks  to  do  so,  our 
fine  coaches  worked  to  put  together  a function- 
ing unit  which  would  meet  a strong  South 
Boston  in  its  jamboree. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  city  teams,  the 
Blue  and  Blue  had  to  divide  its  squad  into 
two  teams.  The  junior  varsity  would  meet 
Jamaica  Plain  on  Wednesday,  and  the  varsity 
would  meet  South  Boston  on  Friday. 

ENGLISH  6 — JAMAICA  PLAIN  6 

In  the  opening  jamboree,  the  English  J.  V.'s 
tied  Jamaica  Plain  6-6  with  Bill  Porter  scoring 
for  the  Plains  and  Dick  Lillis  scoring  for 
English.  Trailing  6-0  with  time  running  out, 
Barry  Hickman  threw  a long  strike  to  Ayres 
for  a play  which  covered  fifty-five  yards  and 
brought  English  to  the  J.  P.  eighteen  yard  line. 
A combination  of  fine  leadership  by  Barry 
Hickman  and  the  hard  running  fullback  Dick 
Lillis  led  English  to  the  two  yard  line,  where 
Dick  the  “workhorse”  Lillis  finally  carried  the 
ball  across. 

ENGLISH  8 — SOUTH  BOSTON  6 

On  the  following  Friday  English  fielded  a 
team  consisting  of  four  seniors,  four  juniors,  and 
three  sophs.  Preston  Johnson  scampered  forty- 
seven  yards  on  the  opening  play  for  a touch- 
down, only  to  find  that  there  was  a penalty  on 
the  play,  and  the  score  had  been  called  back. 
The  revenge  minded  English  finally  was  forced 
to  give  up  the  ball  and  in  came  a defensive 
unit  which  was  to  earn  much  fame  throughout 
the  season.  On  die  third  play  Bob  Cofield 
intercepted  a South  Boston  pass  and  ran  twenty- 
nine  yards  for  a touchdown.  After  scoring  a 
very  expensive  conversion,  Bob  Cofield  received 
a dislocated  elbow  and  was  lost  for  six  weeks. 
English,  for  the  first  time,  was  without  the 
capable  leadership  of  Cofield  and  the  weight 


of  the  running  game  was  put  onto  the  shoulders 
of  Dick  Layne.  A South  Boston  punt  rolled 
all  the  way  to  the  English  two,  and  the  double 
Blue  took  over.  A stray  English  pass  was  inter- 
cepted by  South  Boston  and  in  four  plays  the\ 
scored  on  a pass  from  Cuniff  to  Bilton.  The 
conversion  attempt  failed  and  English  emerged 
with  an  8-6  victory. 

ENGLISH  36  — TECH  6 

In  the  seasons  opener  English  defeated  heavily 
favored  Tech  team  36-6  behind  the  scoring  of 
Nick  Levins,  Preston  Johnson,  and  Dick  Layne. 
Dick  Lavne  scored  first  on  a twenty-two  yard  line 
jaunt  in  the  opening  period.  Marks  rushed  the 
conversion  and  English  led  8-0.  Johnson  scored 
twice  and  Levins  once  in  an  explosive  second 
period,  where  twenty  of  the  thirty-six  points 
were  scored.  After  an  Eton  Wilson  conversion, 
English  left  the  field  with  a half-time  lead  of 
28-0. 

There  was  no  further  scoring  until  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  when  Nick  Levins  faked  beauti- 
fully and  the  ball  down  the  sidelines  forty-one 
yards  for  the  score.  English  added  two  more 
points  on  a pass  from  Levins  to  Angeles.  Tech 
finally  scored  on  the  last  play  of  the  game  on 
a pass  from  Allen  to  Osgood.  At  this  time  in 
the  game  the  English  defensive  unit  had  been 
removed  and  its  record  was  still  unblemished. 

ENGLISH  14  — GROTON  8 

The  annual  trip  to  Groton  was  highlighted 
when  the  team’s  bus  broke  down  on  Route  9 
in  Brookline.  The  team  finally  arrived  in  Groton 
only  to  find  that  they  were  to  play  in  the  hot 
sun  under  a temperature  of  92°.  The  heat 
seemed  to  affect  the  team  through  the  entire 
game.  After  a scoreless  first  period  Groton 
School  registered  six  points  when  Captain  John 
Goodenough  blocked  a Jim  Horan  punt  and 
recovered  it  in  the  end  zone.  A Gregory  to 
Pierce  pass  was  good  for  two  more  points  and 
Groton  led  8-0.  Co-Capt.  Mike  Addesa  recovered 


a Groton  fumble  late  in  the  second  period,  and 
English  was  now  knocking  on  the  door.  Dick 
Layne  plunged  over  from  the  five  and  a Hickman 
to  McQueeney  pass  evened  the  score.  In  the 
third  period  Tom  Meany  and  Eton  Wilson 
teamed  together  to  recover  another  Groton 
fumble.  English  capitalized  on  the  Groton  error 
as  sophomore  fullback  Ben  Marks  streaked 
twenty-two  yards  down  the  sidelines  for  the 
score.  English  won  a well  played  ball  game 
14-8. 

ENGLISH  30  — B.  C.  0 

Revenge-minded  English  after  a sluggish  first 
period,  took  command  of  first  place  in  the  City 
League  by  scoring  at  least  once  in  each  of 
the  last  three  periods.  Dick  Layne  sets  the  pace 
with  three  touchdowns.  Layne  opened  the  scor 
ing  by  taking  a fifteen  yard  touchdown  pass 
from  Nick  Levins  on  the  second  play  of  i. 
second  period.  Bennie  Marks  made  it  12-0 
midway  through  the  period  by  going  twenty 
six  yards  with  a pitchout. 

Layne  racked  up  touchdowns  in  the  third 
and  fourth  periods  as  English  put  the  game  on 
ice.  His  third  period  score  came  ‘on  a quick 
pitchout  that  carried  five  yards.  Mid-way  through 
the  fourth  period  Layne  added  another  on  a 
pitchout  which  was  good  for  two  yards.  Preston 
Johnson  closed  out  the  scoring  late  in  the  fourth 
period  by  racing  twenty-seven  yards  behind  fine 
blocking  by  the  line.  The  English  defensive  unit 
has  yet  to  allow  a score. 

ENGLISH  67  — DORCHESTER  0 

After  a two  week  layoff  the  anxious  Blue  and 
Blue  team  scored  the  largest  number  of  points 
in  Boston  Schoolboy  football  since  1919.  Half- 
backs Layne  and  Prifty  led  the  way  to  the  romp 
with  three  touchdowns  each  while  Preston 
Johnson,  Marks,  and  Larry  Ayres  each  had 
single  tallies.  On  the  first  play  from  scrimmage 
Dick  Layne  “The  Butterball  Express,”  dashed 
seventy-five  yards  for  a score.  English  again 
scored  the  next  play  they  had  the  ball,  Preston 
Johnson  went  fifty-five  yards  for  the  score  and 


he  added  his  second  of  extra  points.  Layne 
again  dashed  through  the  Dorchester  team  and 
this  time  for  twenty-six  yards.  After  English 
built  up  a 29-0  first  period  lead  on  a Ered 
Prifty  run,  Coach  Stewart  pulled  out  the  first 
team  and  tried  to  hold  the  score  down.  Shortly 
after  the  start  of  the  second  half  Ben  Marks 
scored  on  a three  yard  plunge  and  a Hickman 
to  Horan  pass  was  good  for  the  conversion. 
Nick  Levins  fired  a thirty-six  yard  strike  to  Layne 
two  minutes  later  and  Art  Angeles  added  two 
more  to  bring  the  score  to  45-0.  In  the  fourth 
period  Co-Capt.  Mike  Addesa  added  two  more 
when  they  tackled  a Dorchester  ball  carrier  in 
the  end  zone.  A forty  yard  run  by  Fred  Prifty 
and  a Stefano  to  Ayres  pass  gave  English  two 
more  touchdowns.  Gene  Ridge,  a defensive  spe- 
cialist proved  his  versatility  by  driving  into  the 
end  zone  with  the  final  two  points  of  a “good 
day.” 

ENGLISH  37  — TRADE  6 

The  Blue  and  Blue  posted  its  fifth  straight 
victory  of  the  season  as  it  blasted  Trade  37-6  in 
a very  bruising  contest.  Encouraged  by  the 
return  of  Bob  Cofield,  English  jumped  off  to  a 
16-0  first  period  led  and  continued  to  march 
throughout  the  game.  Preston  Johnson  opened 
the  scoring  early  in  the  first  period  as  he 
hurdled  into  the  end  zone  from  the  four  yard 
line.  Johnson  duplicated  the  previous  play  to 
make  the  score  8-0.  Bobby  Cofield  added  six 
more  points  on  a three  vard  plunge,  as  he  carried 
six  trade  taclders  into  paydirt.  Johnson  again 
converted  with  just  two  minutes  gone  in  the 
second  period.  “Butterball”  Layne  scampered 
seventeen  yards  around  right  end,  behind  a fine 
block  from  McQueeney,  for  the  score.  Layne 
added  the  conversion  and  English  now  led  24-0. 

After  an  English  miscue  handed  the  ball  over 
to  Trade  on  the  four  yard  line,  the  fine  defensive 
unit  held  firm  and  prevented  a Trade  score. 
The  fired  up  Trade  team  was  not  to  be  denied. 
Following  an  English  punt  the  Tradesmen 
marched  forty-nine  yards  in  ten  plays  with 
John  DeVeer  running  sixteen  yards  for  the 


score.  This  score  turned  out  to  be  the  only 
touchdown  against  this  line  defensive  unit 
throughout  the  entire  season.  Following  a third 
period  in  which  the  best  won  out,  Layne  and 
Johnson  each  scored  and  Prifty  kicked  the  extra 
point. 

A hard  and  determined  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  Blue  and  Blue,  proved  to  be  the  key  factor 
in  this  win. 

ENGLISH  4 1 — TECH  8 

Sparked  by  a brilliant  performance  from  full 
back  Bob  Cofield,  English  trimmed  Tech  4 1 to 
8,  to  win  the  Boston  City  League  Championship 
before  an  estimated  crowd  of  4500.  Cofield 
playing  in  his  second  game,  teamed  with  Dick 
Layne  to  roll  up  a 3 5-0  lead  at  half  time  and 
insure  the  big  win. 

Since  losing  to  English  36-6  in  the  opening 
game,  Tech  fiad  won  six  straight  and  another 
win  would  have  tied  it  for  first  place.  But 
Cofield  saw  that  things  were  different.  Mid  way 
through  the  first  quarter  he  went  sixty-two  yards 
with  a power  pitchout  left  for  a touchdown.  Less 
than  a minute  later  he  cut  down  the  last  two  men 
with  a crisp  block  as  running  mate  Layne  went 
seventy-six  yards  with  a punt  return  to  put 
English  in  front  14-0  at  the  quarter. 

In  the  second  period,  after  Preston  Johnson 
intercepted  a Tech  pass  at  mid-field,  Cofield  took 
the  pitchout  to  the  right  this  time  and  raced 
forty-seven  yards  for  another  score.  Before  the 
half  was  over  he  again  delivered  the  last  block 
as  Layne  went  seventeen  yards  off  right  tackle 
for  a score  and  then  later  intercepted  a pass  and 
went  twenty-three  yards  to  the  Tech  one  yard 
line  where  quarterback  Barry  Hickman  went 
over.  English  made  the  score  41-0  in  the  third 
period  wfien  Art  Angeles  drove  in  from  seven 
yards  out.  Tech  didn’t  cross  the  English  3 5 
until  less  than  a minute  to  go.  From  the  seven- 
teen, Tom  Montgomery  passed  to  end  Joe  Cunio 
in  the  end  zone  for  its  lone  score. 

“Congratulations,  Champs.” 

ENGLISH  39  — LATIN  0 

“Unbeaten  English  High  dazzled  rival  Latin 
with  a set  of  sparkling  hacks  and  some  savage 
line  plays  while  smashing  to  a 39-0  triumph  in 
the  diamond  jubilee  edition  of  the  nation’s  oldest 
public  school  rivalry  before  22,000  at  Harvard 
Stadium  yesterday.” 

This  was  the  only  way  in  which  one  of  our 
local  newspapers  could  describe  probablv,  the 
greatest  assembly  of  high  school  football  players 
of  our  age  on  Friday,  November  24,  1961. 

It  all  started  on  a cold,  misty  morning  when 


Co-Captains  Mike  Addesa  and  Bob  Cofield  led 
the  Blue  and  Blue  down  the  sidelines  to  begin 
their  warm-ups;  at  10:20  English  won  the  toss 
of  the  coin  and  elected  to  receive  and  from 
that  time  on,  a smile  never  dawned  on  the  face 
of  a Latin. 

After  battling  a determined  group  of  Latins 
for  eight  minutes  in  the  first  period,  English 
sparked  by  the  eighty-six  yard  touchdown  of 
Bob  Cofield,  marched  on  to  an  overwhelming 
victory  over  Latin.  Bob  intercepted  a Mitch 
Sikora  pass,  which  was  deflected  by  the  onrush- 
ing  Mike  Addesa,  and  didn’t  stop  running  until 
he  felt  “pay-dirt.” 

Dick  Layne  added  another  score  with  a dazz- 
ling forty-two  yard  exhibition  of  fine  running 
mid-way  through  the  second  period  with  Bob 
Cofield  adding  the  conversion,  for  a 14-0  half- 
time lead. 

The  crowd  was  hardly  in  its  seats  after  inter- 
mission when  Cofield  posted  another  touchdown 
on  the  day’s  most  brilliant  run.  Bob  took  a 
Nick  Levin’s  pitch-out  on  the  Latin  thirty-nine 
and  fought  and  bullied  his  way  into  the  end 
zone.  The  game  was  out  of  hand  now  and  it 
was  just  a matter  of  how  much. 

Following  a fifty-four  yard  drive  Dick  Lavne, 
the  most  underrated  football  player  in  the  state, 
plunged  in  from  the  one  to  make  it  26-0. 
Preston  Johnson  made  it  32-0  just  minutes  later 
on  a fine  seventy-one  vard  runback  of  a strav 
Latin  pass. 

The  final  score  came  when  Coach  Bill  Stewart 
sent  Tom  Meany  and  Mike  Addesa  into  the  ball 
game  on  a fourth  down  and  long  yardage  situa- 
tion. Meany,  a center,  was  to  punt  and  Addesa, 
a tackle,  was  to  center;  it  resulted  in  a bad  pass 
from  center,  and  Tom  Meany  behind  the  fine 
blocks  of  Butch  McQueeny  and  Eton  Wilson, 
went  sixty-one  yards  for  the  score.  Fred  “The 
Toe”  Prifty  kicked  the  extra  point  and  the  scor- 
ing ended.

The  1962  basketball  season  was  one  of  great 
excitement  from  beginning  to  end.  Boston  English, 
City  Champ  football  line  coach,  Joseph  King,  became 
the  head  coach  in  Basketball.  For  the  first  time  as 
a basketball  coach,  Mr.  King  deserves  much  credit 
for  bringing  the  basketball  team  into  second  place 
in  the  City  League. 

The  teammate  intended  to  lead  E.H.S.  to  victory 
was  Captain  Bob  Siegel.  In  a post  season  scrimmage 
game  with  South  Boston  High,  Bob  the  gunner, 
received  a broken  leg  and  was  out  for  the  season. 
This  was  a big  loss  and  Skulte  became  Captain-elect. 

The  season  opened  with  English  winning  its 
1st  victory  over  Tech  High,  77-5  5.  Alfred  Smith, 
1st  year  on  E.H.S.  team  was  high  scorer  with  18 
points.  This  was  just  the  beginning  for  Al,  who 
became  the  highest  scorer  on  the  team.  With  the 
aid  of  Washington  and  Skulte,  the  shooting  of 
Johnson  and  Sheffield  and  the  defensive  work  of 
Stan  Snead,  it  lead  the  team  to  many  victorys. 


E.H.S.’s  only  losses  were  to  the  invulnerable 
unbeaten  B.  C.  High.  The  1st  game  was  lost  56-66. 
In  the  2nd  game  both  teams  were  ready  and  deter- 
mined to  beat  the  other.  This  was  E.H.S.’s  only 

chance  to  tie  for  1st  place.  Both  teams  played  clean 

and  hard.  At  the  1st  half,  E.H.S.  was  behind  24-26. 

English  then  went  into  a press  to  delay  the  opponents 
shots.  With  one  period  to  go  English  was  down  one 
point.  With  both  teams  fighting  hard  for  victory, 
the  score  was  tie  49  to  49.  With  1 minute  left, 
All-City  Bob  Kuddis  of  B.  C.  High  dropped  in  a 
jump  shot  to  a heartbreaking  English  High  defeat. 

This  did  not  stop  victory  for  English  High 

for  they  went  on  to  beat  every  team  including  arch 
rival  Boston  Latin  to  qualify  for  the  Tech  Tourney 
at  Boston  Garden.  Lawrence  Central  High  beat 
English  54-45  to  eliminate  E.H.S. 

So  ended  another  season  with  10  wins  and  3 
losses,  for  a successful  season  for  Coach  King  and  the 
English  High  Basketball  team.

English  High  School,  defending  City  Champs,  experienced 
a most  successful  track  season.  At  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
“Penn  Relays,”  English  finished  fifth  in  a field  of  381  schools. 
The  St.  John’s  Relays  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year.  The 
relay  team  of  Carter,  Lloyd,  Neville,  and  Wilson  broke  the  mile 
record  with  a shattering  3:26.4.  The  team  of  Carter,  Lloyd, 
Wilson,  and  Marks  also  won  the  880  with  a new  record  of 
2:32.1.  The  Blue  and  Blue  went  on  to  finish  well  in  other 
events  of  the  day.

English,  the  only  Boston  school  ever 
to  win  this  meet,  won  it  for  the  second  time  since  1906.  In 
this  meet,  Lloyd  won  the  440,  the  relay  team  took  the  880,  and 
Al  Smith  won  a spectacular  high  jump  event. 


The  Class  A State  Meet  was  also  a success 
with  Lloyd  winning  the  440  and  Smith  and 
Carter  scoring  in  their  respective  events.  Our 
hopes  for  winning  the  All  Class  State  Meet  were 
dampened  when  English  was  forced  to  finish  a 
close  second  in  the  relay. 

The  track  team,  as  well  as  the  entire  school, 
extends  its  thanks  to  Coach  Gillis  for  a year  of 
exhiliarating  successes.  With  a number  of  letter- 
men  returning  next  year,  Coach  Gillis  is  assured 
of  another  superb  track  team.

With  the  largest  turnout  of  candidates  in  recent  years  to  choose  from, 
Coach  Gillis  began  the  practice  sessions  during  the  April  vacation.  Under  the 
guidance  of  Captain  Joe  Campisi,  the  first  boat,  composed  of  returning  letter- 
men,  and  also  the  second  boat,  began  to  show  great  improvement. 

The  first  two  races  were  postponed  due  to  inclement  weather,  but  by  racing 
twice  a week  for  several  weeks,  the  lost  time  was  recovered. 

The  season  opened  with  the  usual  tension  and  excitement  of  the  first  race. 
Even  with  Joe  Campisi’s  broken  oar  the  first  boat  managed  to  keep  a tight 
lead  over  Latin,  but  the  splintering  of  another  oar  halfway  down  the  course 
gave  Latin  a close  victory  and  English  an  exasperating  third.  The  second  boat, 
however,  easily  beat  all  competition  in  its  race. 

The  first  boat  in  the  second  race  avenged  its  previous  loss  by  beating 
Latin  by  several  boat-lengths.  The  second  boat  also  beat  Latin  in  a tight  race 
making  it  a clean  sweep  for  the  afternoon. 

The  third  race  again  found  the  first  boat  victorious,  but  the  second 
boat,  suffering  from  the  absence  of  four  regulars,  had  to  be  content  with 
second  place.  At  the  end  of  six  races,  English  lead  its  closest  contender  b\ 
three  points.  The  close  of  the  season  found  English  again  on  top  as  city  crew 
champs. 

Although  he  is  hampered  by  the  loss  of  several  seniors,  Coach  Gillis  intends 
to  keep  the  City  Championship  in  the  hands  of  English  High.  The  E.H.S.  Crew 
Team  will  surely  do  their  best  to  see  he  is  not  disappointed.

Look  now,  and  look  hard.  Within  an  hour 
a class  that  has  toiled  for  twelve  years  and 
lived  in  the  marvellous  fellowship  that  has  been 
our  high  school  life  for  four  years  will  leave 
this  hall  and  become  a name,  a record,  and  a 
memory.  This  is  our  graduation  and  our  reward, 
and  we  stand  poised  to  jump  into  a large  world. 
\\  hat  lies  in  it  for  us  — what  are  we  to  face? 

\V  e are  caught,  as  all  people,  in  the  heaving 
swells  and  turmoil  of  a boundless  sea  of  history. 
The  last  century  has  seen  a new  birth  of  free- 
dom in  the  world.  Great  empires  that  ruthlessly 
suppressed  the  freedoms  of  their  subject  peoples 
and  fought  desperately  for  more  territory  have 
been  destroyed.  Slavery  has  virtually  dis- 
appeared. Colonial  empires  have  been  dissolved, 
and  a league  of  youthful,  aggressive,  forward- 
looking  nations  has  been  created  from  them. 
The  principle  of  self-determination  for  peoples 
of  the  same  nationality  is  now  regarded  as  an 
inviolable  right  instead  of  a revolutionary  and 
evil  presumption. 

After  the  great  empires  and  monarchies  were 
destroyed,  other  despots,  disguised  as  representa- 
tives of  democracy,  attempted  to  recreate  their 
nations’  former  glory,  but  they  too  were  crushed. 
Hitler’s  Germany,  Mussolini’s  Italy,  and  Hiro- 
hito’s  Japan  paid  dearly  for  their  attempts  at 
world  conquest. 

But  a more  vicious  horror,  an  inexorably 
creeping  form  of  dictatorship,  has  noisily 
entered  the  arena  of  world  politics  and  swal- 
lowed a large  portion  of  the  earth,  Communism 
preaching  a socialist  heaven,  woos  and  coerces 
nations  into  its  deadly  grasp  and  then  sub- 

ordinates them  and  treats  them  far  more  cruelly 
than  any  of  the  colonies  of  the  western  powers. 
At  the  same  time  it  preaches  a noble  and 

violent  anti-colonialism  and  grabs  power  in 

freed  colonial  nations  still  bitter  from  their 
foreign  rule.  The  free  world  has  again  and 

again  banded  together  to  stop  the  spread  of 
the  communist  infection,  but  continually  we 
lose  millions  of  free  people. 

The  Western  powers  must  stand  on  the 
borders  of  freedom  and  refuse  to  concede  an 
iota  of  liberty  or  we  shall  find  ourselves  stand- 
ing alone  against  a communist  world. 

This,  then,  is  what  faces  us,  and  here  lies 
our  task.  Our  generation  must  take  the  decisive 
stand  against  communism  and  insure  that  the 
freedoms  grudgingly  extracted  in  blood  over  the 
past  century  will  not  be  lost.  We  must  stop  the 
infection  and  create  a world  in  peace  and  free- 
dom, and  we  cannot  rest  until  we  do.  No  man 
is  too  small,  no  land  too  unimportant  to  save. 
The  goal  of  the  span  of  man’s  history  — the 
unification  of  all  mankind  into  a free  association 
with  common  goals  — is  within  our  grasp. 

There  is  much  to  give  us  hope  that  this 
generation  will  succeed  in  the  task.  The  material 
resources  of  the  free  nations  of  the  West  are 
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far  superior  to  those  of  the  Soviet  bloc.  National- 
ism, by  far  the  most  powerful  weapon  in 
existence,  is  drawing  the  free  nations  into  a 
closer  partnership  to  protect  themselves  and  each 
other  from  Communism.  Above  all,  there  is  the 
spiritual  power  of  the  West,  of  those  nations 
and  men  who  have  tasted  oppression  and  war 
and  who  have  been  so  horrified  by  its  bitter- 

ness and  tragedy  that  they  will  pay  anv  price 
to  remain  free.  Although  suppressed,  the  religi- 
ous faith  and  deep  yearning  of  those  people 

under  communism  to  live  free  will  work  for  us 
when  the  judgment  comes. 

Ihe  seal  of  the  City  of  Boston  declares 
“Sicut  patribus,  sit  deus  nobis”  — “As  God  was 

to  our  fathers,  so  may  he  be  to  us.”  On  the 

hundredth  anniversary  of  this  school  in  1921 
the  anniversary  poet  said  of  our  Alma  Mater: 

Mother  of  men,  renew  in  us  thy  will, 

Breathe  through  us  all  the  spirit  that  is  thine. 

We  would  be  faithful  soldiers,  keeping  still 
Our  purpose  firm,  our  spirit  strong  and  fine. 

We  know  toward  what  high  goals  our  feet  should 
press. 

Thy  sons  have  shown  the  way;  their  nobleness 
Shall  stir  our  own.  With  souls  uplifted  high, 

“The  utmost  for  the  highest”  as  our  cry, 

We  take  the  burden  on  our  shoulders  laid, 

We  take  the  task  that  to  our  hands  is  given. 

In  vain  shall  these  have  fought,  in  vain  have  striven. 

If  we  prove  recreant;  but  unafraid 
Our  hearts  shall  front  the  future.  We  must  care 
For  these  high  freedoms,  won  with  blood  and  tears 
By  these  thy  sons.  And  whether  coming  years 
Bring  peace  or  clanging  war, 

All  that  we  have  and  are 

We  pledge  to  thee,  O Wonderful  and  Fair, 

Our  Country!  Show  thy  need  and  we  will  dare! 

With  the  grace  of  God  and  loyalty  to  the 
spirit  of  The  English  High  School  as  set  forth 
in  those  words,  our  generation,  the  men  of  this 
city  and  this  school,  and  those  of  us  graduating 
now  will  succeed,  if  not  in  creating,  at  least 
in  paving  the  road  to  a world  of  brotherhood 
and  freedom  — the  true  “family  of  man.”
